NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—(UP)— 
Lieutenant Commander T. G. W. Set- 
tle and Major Chester L. Fordney, 
who rode a sealed gondola under a 
huge balloon about 11 miles into the 
stratosphere today, apparently had 
landed their craft tonight in an iso- 
lated section of southern New Jersey. 

The great bag, after attaining an 
estimated altitude of 58,000 feet, be- 
gan its descent over Pennsylvania 


and after dark, was reported to have 
been sighted in the vicinity of Wil- 
mington, Del. 

Later tonight various reports indi- 
eated the balloon, first American craft 
ever to reach the outer layer of the 
earth’s atmosphere, had landed in the 
vicinity of Alloway, N. J., near 
Salem. 

A farmer ‘telephoned Salem police 
that he had seen a big balloon “eom- 
ing down very rapidly,” heading in the 
— direction of a large pine 


 Wedhiniwen: navy men pointed 
out that Commander Settle’s first 
concern, upon landing, would be for his 
expensive instruments in the gondola 
-——which were used in obtaining scien- 
tific data on the flight. 

Navy officials were inclined to be- 
lieve that the balloon did land near 
Alloway, and that Commander Settle 
and Major Fotdney set to work at 
once to remove their instruments 
from the gondola and get them in 
shape for transportation. 

Meanwhile, New Jersey state police 
began a search for the balloon, oper- 
ating mainly out of the Vineland 
headquarters. Local officials in com- 
munities around Salem likewise were 
hunting for the craft, and were hin- 
dered by wild rumors concerning its 
passage. 

Navy men said that if the reports 
from around Wilmington. were authen- 
tic, the balloon was flying too low 
to make it possible for it to head out 
to sea. It was pointed out that the

IN ARMS MEETING 
DEEMED GERTAIN 


‘Informal Discussions of 


Disarmament May Con- 
tinue Outside Geneva 


During Interim. 


GENEVA, Nov. 20.—(#)—Leaders 
who have sought for weels to find 
some basis for agreement on disarma- 
ment virtually decided today to sus- 


pend their efforts for two months. 
An official announcement of the 


recess was expected. to be made at a 
meeting tomorrow. Whether a _pro- 
gram of work to be conducted in the 
interim will be announced was prob- 


lematical. 
American delegates waited to Tearn 
whether a special conference will be 
conducted outside of Geneva and. if 
so, what countries would be invited to 


join Italy, Germany, Great Britain 
and France in such talks, The Ameri- 
cans have indicated that they “wished 
the Russians and Japanese tobe in- 
cluded in such negotiations. 

Italian representatives today op- 
posed a continuation of sub-commit- 
tee meetings at Geneva during the 
recess, but the French spoke in favor 
of such a plan. The steering commit- 
tee was convoked for Wednesday to 
pass upon any program of recess work. 

It was said in authoritative circles 
that efforts of the United States dele- 
gates, led by Hugh R. Wilson, Ameri- 
can minister to Switzerland, to have 
Russia and Japan added to the four 
power conversations have failed. 

Discussions in the interim, if any, 
were expected to have as a main ob- 
ject the return of Germany to the 
disarmament conference, which the 
reich left last month. 

Mr. Wilson, the acting chief of the 
American group in the absence of 
Ambassador Norman H. Davis, con- 
ferred with Sir John Simon, the 
British foreign secretary, on disarma- 
ment prospects today.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—()— 
Tentative approval of a cotton gin- 
ners’ marketing agreement by Secre- 
tary Wallace was announced today by 
the farm administrator. 

The agreement provides schedules 
of maximum service charges, and cre- 
ates a system of state and national 
control. It is designed to insure bet- 
ter quality of ginning equipment and 
handling requirements, elimination of 
unfair trade practices and a means 
for commercial ginners regulate facili- 
ties to the requirements of particular 
ginning communities, 

The agreement, as tentatively ap- | 
proved, will be submitted to the gin- 
ners for signatures, It will then be 
returned to Secretary Wallace for 
final approval and for establishment 
of an effective date. 

14,000 Affected. 

Under the marketing agreement any 
license which might be issued would 
apply to all commercial units, affect- 
ing approximately 14,000 commercial 
dealers. 

Secretary Wallace in gwing his ten- 
tative agreement, noted that under its 
terms farmers are not represented di- 
rectly on state committees except by 
being members of co-operatives. 

The secretary said he did not believe

WIFE BEING HELD 


Woman Reported Struck 
by Mate With Billiard 
Cue Before Killing. 


PAULSBORO, N. J., Nov? 20.—(P) 
In the climax of what police said was 
an argument -between him and his 
wife, Sheldon A. Clark, son of a vice 
president of the Sinclair Oil Company, 
was shot and killed in the billiard 
room of his palatial home late today. 

His wife, the former Audrey Smith,

to her head, and a police guard was 
placed around her bed. 

Police said Clark, who was 34 and 
the heir to a large fortune, struck his 
25-year-old wife on the head with a 
billiard cue during the quarrel and 
that she picked up a pistol from his 
collection of firearms and shot him, 

Ciark was a special engineer for 
the oil company. He was a: son of 
A. Sheldon Clark, of Chicago. 

The bullet struck Clark in the 
breast, killing him almost instantly, 
police said.

Neighbors were attracted by the 

shot and on entering the home found 
Mrs. Clark h and her husband 
lying on the floor next to the billiard 
table.

New Rate Will Be 3 Cents 
Per Mile; Slash Regain- 
ing Business Lost te 
Highways, Officials Say. 


A passenger rate of 1 1-2 cents a 
mile, which is now in effect on vir- 
tually half of its system, will be dp- 
plied to all lines of the Southern rail- 
way on December 1, or as soon there- 
after as possible, headquarters of the 
road in Washington announced Mon- 
day night. 

On the same date a rate of 3 cents 
on Pullman cars, without the present 
50 per cent surcharge, will be put into 
effect. The rate now is 3.6 cents, plus 
the surcharge. 

The extension of the rate will cove 
er approximately, 8,000 miles .of the 
system, and will include the Southern 
Railway Company, Cineinnati, New 
Orleans, Texas Pacific, Alabama 
Great Southern, New: Orleans - 
Northwestern, Georgia Southern ;

“From 1921 to 1924 the excess of 
exports over imports was largely bal- 
anced by a new inflow of gold. From 
1924 to 1929 the deficit in the goods 
balance was made up primarily by 
loans abroad. As a result of this policy 
of loans our exports were largely free 
gifts to the foreign countries involved, 
gifts made not by the exporter him- 
self, but by the American - investor 
whose money went into foreign securi- 
ties. which turned out to be worthless. 


“We can, of course, if we so desire, 
repeat the folly of expanding our for- 
eign trade by further éxtensions of 
credit abroad, which. will . again 
amount to giving away American 
goods to foreigners in order that our 
factories may inerease their output. 


The policy of the; administration is 
in a different direction— 
namely, to increase imports ‘in those 
lines of trade which will not seriously 
affect our own industries by hegotia- 
ting reciprocal trade agreements for 
the interchange of particular commodi- 
ties.

Exploratory . discussions 
have alrendy been. initiated with Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Columbia, Cuba, 
Sweden and Portugal, to see if a satis- 
factory basis for reciprocal tariff 
negotiations can be developed. 

“We must not close our eyes to the 
tremendous difficulties which stand in 
the way of negotiating a mutually 
satisfactory series‘of reciprocal trade 
agreements which will once more re- 


store our export trade to a normal and 


healthy permanent status. So many 
conflicts of interest are involved, so 
many criss-cross trade relations, so 
many political factors, that the ob- 


is. particularly true in *the present 
world political ‘situation. As the de- 
pression has been deepening each na- 
tion has been becoming more and more 
self-centered, less and less willing to 
make concessions of any kind. This is 
an attitude which feeds on itself and 
increases the force of the very causes 
which lead to it. : 
“If some way is not found out of 
it, if the present tendency toward na- 
tionalism and particularism goes on, 
the resumption of normal internation- 
al trade is simply impossible. If it 
proves to be impossible, we will have 
to content ourselves with pulling in 


our belts another notch and for ‘the| 


time being reducing our standard of 
living below what would be possible 
in a world where normal trade be- 
tween nations went on.”

RECEIVERSHIP PLOT 
CHARGED 10 RITTER 


MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 20.—(#)\—Ef- 
forts to link Federal Judge Halsted 
LL, Ritter and his former law partner 
in an alleged couspiracy to bring 
about bankruptcy proceedings against 
the palatial Whitehall hotel, at Palm 
Beach, and “exploit the property for 
the benefit of the conspirators” was 
launched today at a house judiciary 
subcommittee hearing into the official 
conduct of the judge. 

With exoneration or impeachment 
proceedings against Judge Ritter as 
the ultimate result of a proposed four- 
day hearing, the first day was devoted 
» almost entirely to an expose of fees 
and past litigations involving the 
hotel, which is the site of the former 
home of the late Henry M. Flagler, 
pioneer east coast developer. 

Members of the committee are Rep- 
resentatives Tarver, of Georgia, chair- 
man; Miller, of Arkansas, and Sum- 
ners, of Texas, all democrats, and 
Hooper, of Michigan, republican. Rep- 
resentative Weaver, democrat. of 
North Carolina, was not able to at- 
tend because of the illness of his wife. 

The four members of the subcom- 
mittee, composed of three democrats 
and one republican, occupied the fed- 
eral bench, with Judge Ritter listen- 
ing intently from near his counsel's 
table to the detailed proceedings, that 
were aired before a packed! courtroom,

former law partner of Judge Ritter, 
testified at the opening of the hearing 
that he received $90,000 for his part in 
handling the receivership of the hotel 
as one of the attorneys for the com- 
plainants.

HAVANA, Nov. 20.—(#)—Céntin- 
ued revolutionary activity in the in- 
terior and elaborate precautions taken 
by Colonel Fulgencio Batista’s army 
against disorders in the capital today 
served to convince observers that the 
Ramon Grau San Martin government 
takes seriously the report that new 
revolution is brewing, 

Meanwhile, efforts were on foot to 
reach peaceful settlement of the is- 
land’s political quarrels, Negotiations 
to this end were being conducted amid 
utmost secrecy. 

In Oriente, Camaguey and Mantan- 
zas provinces rebel bands were report- 
ed active, with Batista’s troops striv- 
ing to quench the fires of rebellion. 

Rebels were busy about the towns 
of Campecpuela and Niquero, in Ori- 
ente, while soldier8 armed with ma- 
chine guns left Santiago and Manzan- 
illo, on the south coast, in launches 
seeking insurgents along the Asserado 
coast. 3 

Reports from Mantanzas said Man- 
uel HX. Cruz, former leader in the 
ranks of the old conservative party. 
was encamped near Agramonte with 
some 200 well armed men, equipped 
with field tents and other necessary 
campaign equipment. Mantanzas 
troops had made no effort to dislodge 
Cruz, the report said. 

In Havana, troops continued em- 
placing machine guns and light artil- 
lery pieces protected by sand bags and 
base work, to cover principal ap- 
proaches to the city and vital strate- 
gic points such as railway, street car 
and highway bridges.

“EXPERIMENTAL REDUCTION” 
ANNOUNCED AT WASHINGTON 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(?)— 
The Southern railway today an- 
nounced an “experimental reduction” 
in its basic passenger rate of 3.6 cents 
a mile to 3 cents a mile and with- 
drawal of the surcharge in sleeping 
or parlor cars, and 1 1-2 cents a 
mile in coaches. ' 
Frank L. Jenkins, passenger traffic 
manager, said the new rates would be 
effective December 1 and would ex- 
tend for a period of six months. The 
reductions are in line with similar 
rates adopted by other important lines 
serving the south. 

Jenkins said the Southern’s recent 
experiments on some of its divisions 
with the 1-2 cents a mile coach rate 
had increased the volume of traffic, 
especially short haul travel, “to such 
an extent as to show a substantial 
increase in passenger revenue” on the 
divisions affected. 

Jenkins said the reduction to 3 
cents a mile and withdrawal of the 
surcharge would mean a saving of 
approximately 1 cent a mile to sleep- 
ing and parlor car travelers.

Meanwhile, Bullitt talked with Act- 
ing Secretary Morgenthau, of the 
treasury, who has directed the in- 
volved parleys on Russian trade deals 
for several months. Former Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart, trade advisor 
to the farm administration, also con- 
ferred with Bullitt. 

Morgenthau is well versed in other 
phases of Russian affairs and Jesse 
H. Jones, chairman of the Recon- 
struction Corporation, said today that 
the question of terms still remained 
to be settled before the consummation 
of any Russian deal.

AINED BY BALLOON 
AKRON, Ohio. Nov. 20.—(@)— 
Swinging beneath a giant balloon, two 
daring Americans attached to the na- 
tion’s fighting forces today shot into 
the earth’s third and outermost at- 
mospheric layer—the stratosphere— 


| in search of data on the nature of the 


universe. As darkness fell the giant 
bag was reported slowly descending 
somewhere in the Washington, D. C., 
region, 

The voyagers, Lieutenant Commana- 
er T. G. W. Settle and Major Ches- 
ter L. Fordney, made the fourth re- 
corded flight in all history in a free 
balloon into the stratosphere to reach 
a height which the skipper estimated 
at in excess of 58,000 feet. at 

That would be almost 11 miles, as 
recorded on the altimeter inside the 
black-and-silver, seven-foot spheroid in 
which they two men made the trip so 
far from mother earth. Their “top,” 
thus apparently was about a mile 
short of the almost 12 miles which 
the Russian balloonists claimed to 
have attained Jast September 30. 

Talk to Earth. 

But today’s foray into one of the 
last unknown frontiers within man’s 
current reach, in one respect partook 
of the remarkable on a scale never 
before attempted. As Settle, attached

Or, if it is found that the rays are 
photons, or bullets of lights, as Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, of California In- 
stitute of Technology contends, those 
same scientists may conclude that the 
universe is “immortal” and self-renew- 
ing. The photons, according to the 
Millikan theory, represent left-over 


energy released in space in the process } 


of forming new atoms of matter to re- 
plenish dying stars.

German pastors whose names became 
symbolic of. a struggle against an ab- 
solute Hitlerite church -were ordered 
reinstated today inthe pastorates 
from which they were ousted last week 
by the nazi German Christians, 

Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller, yield- 
ing to the pressure of noh-nazi oppo 
sition to what they called “militant 
paganism,” rescinded the suspension 
order and notified the trio, the Rev- 


erends Martin Niemaeller, E, F. Ra- 
bernau and F. Scharf, of the decision. 

The pastors were accused of “of- 
fering resistance to the’ national so- 
cialists (nazis) and the German Chris- 
tian spirit regarding the necessary re- 
construction of the German Eyangel- 
ical church.” 

Bishop Mueller’s act was called a 
“victory” by the non-nazi churchmen 
in a threatened schism that included 
demands for anti-Semitism in. the Ger- 
man Evangelical church, counter de- 
mands for the resignations of two Hit- 
lerite church leaders® Dr: Reinhold 
Krause and Bishop Joaquim Hossen- 
felder and Dr. Krause’s address at a 
mass meeting that asked elimination 
of the Old Testament and a change 
in attitude. toward the crucifix as a 
religious symbol.

Pug was the stand- 
out in a game that brought together 
a number of leading All-America can- 
didates, including Chuck Bernard, 
Wolverine center, and Ted Petoskey, 
end. The Gopher ace demonstrated 
he can do about everything with a 
football except swallow it. 

Eastern critics aeclaim Norman 
(Red) Franklin, of Oregon State, as 
the best ball carrier and all-around 
back they have watched this season, 
with the exception of Army’s famous 
Jack Buckler. Franklin gave a much 
more impressive exhibition against 
Fordham than did George (Icehouse) 
Wilson, of St. Mary’s, who came east 
heralded as the best ball lugger on 
the west coast. The Oregon State 
player’s runback of the opening kick- 
off for 93 yards and a touchdown was 
one of the year’s classic stunts.

merica performance against Oregon. 
The rout of the previously unbeaten 
Pacifié coast leaders also served to 
emphasize the ability of Aaron Rosen- 
berg, rugged Trojan guard. 

In the mid west, Dougal Russell, 
of Kansas State, strengthened his all- 
star rating by his performance against 
Oklahoma, whose big tackle, ‘‘Cash” 
Gentry, already has been nominated 
for All-America recognition. 

Iowa’s upset victory over the pre- 
viously unbeaten Purdue team served 
to focus additional attention upon the 
talents of Francis (Zud) Schammel, 
considered the outstanding guard in 
the Big Ten by many close observ- 
ers. Joe Laws, ‘Iowa quarterback, 
also put in a pleasant afternoon out- 
running and out-playing a number of 
more famous rivals, including Paul 
Pardonner and Duane Purvis, Purdue 
* aces, 

Others among the latest All-Amer- 
ica nominations to receive more than 
ordinary indorsement include Phil 
Sorboe, Washington State quarier- 
back, labeled one of the best triple 
threats in the far west. Art Buss, 
211-pound Michigan State tackle;

U. S. Will Not Compete 
If Jewish Ban 
Prevails. 


By Foster Hailey, 
Associated Press Sports Writer. 
PITTSBURGH, Nov. 20.—(4)— 

The Amateur Athletic Union, most 
powerful sports governing body of the 
United States, today warned Germany 
that unless restrictions on Jewish par- 
ticipation in the 1936 Olympic games 
at Berlin are rescinded the United 
States will not send a team to the 
eleventh Olympiad. 

By an almost unanimous vote the 
national convention of the association 
adopted a resolution setting forth its 
attitude and asked that American 
(delegates to the international Olmypic 
committee appraise that committee 
and the German Olympic body of its 
stand. 

A guarantee of no discrimination 
against Jews given by the German 
delegation to, the last international 
Olympic committee session has been 
violated, the resolution said, “if not 
by direct restriction, certainly indi- 
i ped by the withdrawal from them 
of the rights of German citizenship 
and of a reasonable opportunity to 
train, prepare for and take part in 
sports competition in general and in 
the Olympic games in particular.” 

Unless this condition is changed, 
“in fact as well as in theory lpth 
to permit and encourage German ath- 
letes of Jewish faith or heritage to 
train, prepare for and participate in 
the Olympic games of 1933,” it con- 
tinued, “neither the American Olympic 
Association nor the members there- 
of . . . will certify any athlete of 
the United States of America for com- 
a in the Olympic games of Ber- 

n ’? 


The resolution ended in a note of 
conciliation stating that it was not 
prepared “as one of threat or bitter- 
ness,” but there was little mistaking 
the temper of the delegates as they 
gave a ringing chorus of “ayes” when 
‘the question was put to a vote. 

The resolution was prepared by the 
executive committee in a session last- 
ing well into the morning hours and 
was presented by Gustavus Town Kir- 
by, “elder statesman” of the union and 
a former president. 

Only one voice was raised in dissent, 
that of Dietrich Worthmann, of the 
German-American Athletic Club, of 
New York. Worthmann denied that 
Jews were being excluded from ath- 
letic activity in Berlin or elsewhere 
in Germany but said he would favor 


the resolution if the threat of with- | 


drawal from the games be deleted. He 
made no motion to that effect, how- 
ever, and the resolution was passed 
as presented.

Such information is to come to 
newspapermen later, only through 
himself or his assistant, Herbert Gas- 
ton, who has been associated with him 
for many years, he explained. 

“This is not a gag rule,” Morthen- 
thau said. “I want to know whats 
going on and what’s going out,” 

After nearly a week, during which 
the price of domestic newly mined gold 
remained unchanged at $33.56, it was 
advanced today to $33.66. The latter 
figure was just above the -world price 
of gold at the opening rate of ex- 
change. The dollar, however, fell nar- 
rowly carrying the world gold price 
above that offered here.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—2)— 
The south’s small meal and grits 
grinders’ protest against the regula- 
tions governing the processing tax on 
corn will be formaliy presented to- 
morrow to the internal revenue bua- 
reau. . 

Representative McMillan, dimocrat, — 
South Carolina, said a hearing had 
been arranged before the miuscellan- 
eous tax unit of the bureau to picture 
the “hardships” imposed on the coun- 
try miller who takes a “toll” of the 
grain as payment for his services, 

In order to escape the p 
tax under present regulations, the 
miller is required to obtain from each 
person bringing corn to be ground an 
affidavit that the meal or grits is 
be used for his family or his stock. 

It is customary for the grinder to 
take a small “toll,” usually one-eighth 
of the amount of corn, as his charge. 
In the average, small mill thie means 
about six bushels for the day’s opera- 
tions, or, at the present price of corn, 
approximately $3. 

McMillan pointed out that under 
the system the miller would not be 
able to obtain jaffidavits from every 
customer, many of them children sent 
by their parents for the weekly supply 
of ground corn. 

The return for the day’s labor, he 
said, is not sufficient to warrant hir- 
ing a helper and, in his opinion, scores 
of small millers will shut down their 
engines if the regulations are en- 
forced.
